GARDENERS CHECKLIST
1. Spray for peach leaf curl before buds open. This 

fungus disease attacks nectarines and peaches.
2. Spray dormant diciduous shrubs and tree thoroughly 

now for Red Spider Mite and scale. Many fungii diseases 
are controllable only during this period because it is possi­ 
ble to use a stronger spray at this time. This step taken 
while plant and pests are dormant will eliminate much 
grief during the growing cycle.

3. After spraying job is completed, clean and put away 
equipment carefully.

4. A good clean-up job in the garden before spraying 
is begun will make the job easier.

5. Check dahlias in storage to make sure they do not 
dry out. A light sprinkling with water will prevent this 
damage.
